SULTAN HAS BEEN DEPOSED 


(Associated Press Leased Wire.) 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 6.—The Turkih Nationalists 


after overthrowing the Sultan's government and declaring 
him bereft of, all his civil power are now seeking new con- 
quests in a manner which may bring trouble with the Allies. 
Last night after taking over control of the city the Nation- 
alists demanded withdrawal of the Allied troops from the 
city and served notice that Allied or American sailors would 
not be allowed to land from warships at Kemalist ports ex- 
cept by special permission of the Angora government. An 
extraordinary meeting of the Allied Commission assembled 
to decide what tand should be taken to meet the situation 
and determined to refuse the Nationalist demands for mili- 
tary evacuation of Constantinople by the Allied force. Along 
with the demand for the departure of Allied troops the Na- 
tional government in an additional note handed to the Allied 
Commissioner by Haaiid Bey sked that the Turkish railways 
in Europe and Asia now under Allied control be turned over 
to the Angora government a't once. 


Over the week end the Nationalists bumped up against 


the Allies through notes and with a how of physical power as 
well. 


With seeming disregard for agreement in the Mudania 


convention that recently brought an end to all hostilities in 
Near East, Turk gendarmes have now moved to areas known 
as neutraL They are advancing to the Chanak area where 
cnly a few weeks ago the British dug themselves in to pre- 
vent violation of the neutrality of that district.

In 
this letter, a copy of which 
was secured with some diffi- 
culty, notice is virtually serv- 
ed on the executors of the 
estate that suit to break the 
will will be instituted '.with- 
out unreasonable delay' un- 
less 'an amicable settlement 
can be reached' outside of 
court. 


The executors and Mr. 


Hughes' attorney are asked 
to make a reply at their ear. 
liest convenience whether or 
not they are inclined to a con- 
ference with a view to sucbra- - 
settlement thereby eliminat- 
ing costly and lengthy litiga- 
tion which will effectually tie 
up the estate for three or four 
years. 


Should such a conference be 


refused, it will mean one of 
the largest legal fights wit- 
nessed in Danville for many 
years. One conservative at- 
torney said recently that it 
probably would consume over 
twenty days' time before a 
jury in corporation court.

*—' four children—had become, in 


recent years, among the most prosperous 
residents of Bell County, where fend 
that settlers bought at $1 an acre has 
been resold at $200 on account of oil ex- 
ploitation. Remembering a visit to Mrs. 
Messer several years ago when I found 
her hard at work in her little farm house, 
I arranged to renew her acquaintance, 
and called at hef attractive city residence. 


On my previous visit, Mrs. Messer 


had given me a statement, for publica- 
tion, about Cardui, the woman's tonic, 
and I found her enjoying good health 
and still enthusiastic about Cardui.

We were living here 
when the Civil war came on, and as my 
father was crippled, he was made a 
- home guard. There were women and 


childrea around here who would have 


suffered, but he killed stock and

gave them meat and helped 


them to live through the 


hard times. 


"Girls raised in city 


homes can hardly know 


what hardships 


used to mean. I 
- • 
remember 


the wide, 


lonesome prairie—neighbors fifteen and 
twenty miles away. Many times have I 
heard wolves, coyotes and wild cats 
scream, and I've seen wolves in packs of 
fifteen and twenty. When my brother 
would go out on the prairie to shoot wild 
ducks and geese, the wolves would 
smell the blood and foil OVA He would 
snap the gun caps to frighten them, as he 
couldn't afford to waste good ammuni- 
tion, and often these wolves would 
follow him home. 


"My mother taught me, in our home, 


and later there was a school about ten 
miles away in an old rock church, but 
my schooling was mostly at home. 


"When Mr. Messer and I were 


married, we thought v/e were rich. We 
had a mule and $20 with which to fur- 
nish our home. My! but that $20 looked 
big to us then—fust to think, twenty 
whole dollars to invest in furniture! Our 
first home was a box house; no windows, 
just a door which we had to reach out 
to pull to and bolt to keep it fastened. 


"Land then sold for 50 cents and $1 


an acre. Bartlett was only a store, a 
blacksmith shop and a postoffice. 
No 


trains nearer than Fort Worth and 
Dallas—and that reminds me: I was 
married twenty-four years before I rode, 
on a train.- 


"We were able, after working and 


saving, to buy a hundred acres of black 
Texas land at 50 cents an acre. Own- 
ing our own farm—life seemed really 
worth living!- When we took a trip, 
after our first children came, a queen 
could not have been happier than when 
I put straw in the wagon, and a quilt on 
that, and put the children on it, and 
climbed up on the spring-seat and John 
Messer drove that mule. No, 
%l don't 


even get such a thrill now, when I twist 
the steering-wheel of my Packard, as I 
did when John Messer lifted the lines 
over the back of that old black mulel 
Then, for me, that was life! 


"We accumulated until now we 


have our country home and this place in 
town and are able to retire. I don't think 
Mr. Messer will ever be able to quit 
work and be satisfied, but I surely do en- 
joy the ease I feel I deserve. Some time 
ago the oil craze came here, and as we 
had so much land they came to lease, 
also to see if there was oil on it I take 
trips now to Martin, a delightful resort, 
and visit my neighbors and friends, leav- 
ing the housekeeper in chare? at home."

In this respect, Salem High School 
was defeated here yesterday afternoon

6. Salem'a eagerness to block a "try 
for goal" placement kick prevented a 
tie ncore. 
Danville scored in the first thirty 
seconds of play on a blocked punt. 
On the kick-oft Salem received. The 
visitors had evidently planned a fake 
pl/ay, but the man who got the ball 
lost his head, fumbled, a Salem man 
'recovering. 
After one futile attempt 
.-it the line a punt was decided upon. 
Foster, for Danville, blocked this punt 
And Campbell recovered the ball and 
dashed across the goal for a touch- 
doivn. 
When the "try for goal" was at- 
tempted the placement kick was part- 
ly blocked by a Salem man who v.-as 
across the line before the ball was 
snapped. Automatically the "try for 
Roal" counted and the score was 7 to 
C.

This one point was occasion for a 
creat deal of discussion among the 
.spectators, most of whom did not un- 
derstand how the score was made. 


On the next kick-oft Salem secured 


the ball and marched straight up the 
field for what appeared to be a certain 
touchdown. 
With the ball on Dan- 


ville'? four-yard line and four downs 
In which to make goal the. locals held. 
Xot an inch of that four yards did 
Salem make. It was a magnficent de- 
i>nse. Just as magnficent as Salem's 
offense which led the team to the 
shadow of the goal. The first quarter 
ended at the third down of this at- 
tempt for a touchdown and the team? 
switched goals. 
The fourth atterr.pt 


of Salem to cross the line was just ss 
futlie as the oth°r three and Danville 
-took the ball and Winiker kicked out 


of danger. 
Salem's touchdown came m the last 
quarter. The visitors took the ball on 
their own thirty yard line and opened 
up a marvelous forward passing game 
which again took them tf. the four 
yard line of Danville. 
The 
locals 
again stiffened their defense and se- 
cured the ball. Winiker attempted a 
punt on the first play. 
With plenty 
of time the kicker foozled the punt, 
the ball going about 10 yards and on 
hitting the ground, bounded back to- 
ward Danville's goal. A Danville man 
fell on the ball five yards from his 
own goal. Two plays only were need- 
ed to carry the ball across. The first 
play, a sweeping end run carried the 
the ball to the one-yard line, the run- 
ner going out of bounds. On the next 
play Salem's bull-back carried the ball 
across.

Salem's try for goal was blacked by 


a. Danville player. 
With one minute and a half to play 


Danville opened up a forward passing 
game that carried the team to Salem s 
five yard line before the visitors gam- 
ed the ball on an attempted drop kick 
which went far to the left, where a 
Salem man fell on the ball- 
The visitors tried one play and the 
whistle blew—the game was over. 
An analysis of the game brings out 
that Salem's game was more finished, 
plays were gotten, off better, there was

'plays and the forward passing 
was more effective than Danville s. 
On the other hand Danville's straight 
'football offense was more powerful 
than that of the visitors. Salem had 
far more chances to score than had 
Danville but lacked the punch to car- 
rv the ball across. Danville's failure 
to make more than oue touchdown 
was due to fumbles and to poor Burr- 
ing.
